While the first two reports are late, and the third is possibly a little overdue, the accurate reporting 
of them was problematic until this time for a number of reasons. 

A brief history of events: 

June 6th, 2002 
The commission orders rates for Case No. 200 1-00423 

November 25fh, 2002 
Shadow Wood opens Rank One account number 62 16 I I.1 with an ahdance from the Joint 
Venture Partner (Fourth Avenue Corporation) in the amount of $100.00 

March lYh, 2003 
The cnmnlssion mndifies the Jgne 6,2002. nrda to cnnect the P2Ws for the Harbnrtnw~ 
Condominium complex clubhouse. The correct REU for the clubhouse is set at one unit. 

October 8,2003 
Corrections to tariff sheets are ordered by the Coinmissison. The tariff sheets are rejected. 
Shadow Wood corrects these problems and re-files. 

Novern her 1 gfht 2003 
Filing No. T 64-1383, the approved tariff sheets implementing rates ordered in 2001-00423, is 
accepted by the commission. Shadow Wood begins the task of generating account change requests 
to its billing agent, the Louisville Water Company. 
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
